District Business, 
Industry Ex pect To 
Fo Do w U. S. Trends

Like the rest of the nation, the 
East Liverpool district can look 
ahead to continued high levels of 
employ ment and business activity , 
at least through the first half of 
1957. 
The area can expect to follow 
the national trend, in which most 
leading economists expect a level­ 
ing off of the continual upward spi­ 
ral that will bring most business 
and industrial onto a broad “pla­ 
teau” marked by an absence of 
sharp rises or declines. 
As the y ear drew to an end, dis­ 
trict potteries had recovered from 
a slump in the first half that in­ 
dustry leaders termed the worst in 
recent y ears. Production and em­ 
ploy ment picked up in late sum­ 
mer and continued to improve 
through the fall and into the win­ 
ter. Generally speaking, the pot­ 
tery picture is brighter today than 
it was when 1956 dawned. 
fhe outlook for this y ear in the 
pottery business will take firmer 
shape when manufacturers intro­ 
duce their new lines to wholesale 
buy ers at the annual Pittsburgh 
Pottery & Glass Shew Jan. 9-16. 
Business booked at the tradition­ 
al midwinter show, biggest for the 
trade, is regarded as a barbmeter 
of activity at least for the first 
few months of the y ear. 
The slack in the district’s econ­ 
omy caused by slow pottery oper­ 
ations was more than taken up by 
bo<» ning ste^ mills at Midland. 
Like other mills throughout the na­ 
tion, Crucible Steel Co. has been 
working at capacity for months, 
interrupted by a summer strike. 
The company expects full oper­ 
ations will continue at least for the 
first six months of 1957. 
The Midland milk account for 
nearly half of the East Liverpool 
area’s employ ment and an even 
greater share of its buy ing power. 
Crucible employ s an estimated 4,- 
100 from the greater East Liver­ 
pool district while the 11 major 
East Liverpool area plants employ 
about 5,100. 
Nationally , there are factors in­ 
fluencing the new y ear’s economy 
that were not in the picture as 
1956 dawned. 
Topping the list is the federal 
government’s “tight money ” pol­ 
icy , designed to halt the steady 
spiral of inflation. The policy has 
slowed both residential and busi­ 
ness construction and cut back 
plans for industrial expansion. 
Economists expect a peak busi­ 
ness and industrial activity early 
in 1957, the climax cf the national 
y earend boom. They expect a 
downtrend by mid-y ear, producing 
a loosening of the “tight money ” 
policy that will encourage another 
upturn as the y ear ends. 
East Liverpool’s own business 
and industrial activity cannot go 
much above or below the general 
average for the nation under or­ 
dinary conditions. If the high level 
of prosperity continues and Detroit 
keeps on building autos in near 
record numbers, steel in general 
will have a good y ear. And if free 
spending for household goods con­ 
tinues, East Liverpool potteries 
will get their share of the consum­ 
er’s dollar outlay for dinnerware. 
New construction in the area 
will help keep the business graphs 
steady . About $1 million in work is 
under way on a municipal sewage 
disposal plant here and another $1 
million will start in 1957. 
Shea Chemical Industries, Inc., 
Is scheduled to start work early 
this y ear on a multi-unit facility on 
a 265-acre tract in Hancock County 
for the production of hy drofluoric 
acid and related products. The 
Koppers Co. built a plant nearby

The lineup for East Liverpool’s 
1957 municipal elections will begin 
shaping up rapidly in the next few 
weeks, as the filing deadline falls 
Feb. 6 for the primaries on May 7. 
All City Hall offices except two 
will be at stake this y ear. East 
Liverpool will elect a may or. Coun­ 
cil president, solicitor, treasurer, 
four ward councilmen and t h r e e 
councilmen-at-large. 
The only two holdovers are Aud­ 
itor H. J. Gallimore, who was elect­ 
ed to a four-y ear term in 1955, 
and Municipal Judge George L. 
Brokaw, named to a six-y ear term 
that started in 1954. 
East Liverpool incumbents in 
expiring terms are: 
May or Arnold W. Devon, Demo­ 
crat; Council President Bert H. 
Gk)odballet, Democrat; Treasurer 
Bert A. Dawson, Republican; So­ 
licitor Joseph W. Cooper, D e m o- 
crat; Robert Owen, First Wa r d 
councilman. Democrat; William Y. 
Orr, Second Ward, Republican; 
William T. Kind, Third Ward, Re­ 
publican; Clinton R. S ee ver s . 
F o u r t h Ward, Democrat, and 
George W. Hales, George E. Will- 
shaw and Robert W. Sample Jr., 
members-at-Iarge, all Republicans. 
May or Devon will be rounding 
out his fourth term. He served first 
in 1944-45, then returned for two 
consecutive terms from 1950 to 


1953, inclusive. May or Devon start­ 
ed his present term Jan. 1, 1956, 
after defeating E. Allan McKeever, 
Republican, in the 1955 general 
election. McKeever was may or in 
1954 and 1955. 
Councilmen Owen, Kind and See- 
vers are completing their f i*r s t 
terms. All the others are veterans, 
particularly President Goodballet, 
who has served almost continu­ 
ously since 1938 — first as First 
Ward representative and later as 
Council’s presiding officer. 
Elections also will be held this 
y ear in three other cities, four 
major villages, five villages under 
2,000 population, 18 townships, 17 
local school districts and the Coun­ 
ty Board of Education. 
The Feb. 6 filing deadline applies 
only to office-seekers in the eight 
cities and villages scheduled to 
hold primaries in May to select 
party candidates for the Nov. 5 
general election. 
They are, in addition to East 
Liverpool, East Palestine, Salem 
and Wellsville cities and Columbi­ 
ana, Leetonia, Lisbon and Saline- 
ville villages.

The Crucible Steel Co. of Amer­ 
ica, strengthened by enlarged and 
improved facilities coming into 
production in 1957, looks forward 
to a good y ear “with the demand 
for its products continuing at a 
high level at least through the 
first six months. 
Joel Hunter, Crucible’s presi­ 
dent, said at Pittsburgh in a y ear­ 
end statement that he regards 1956 
“as a y ear of progress especially 
in planning for the future.” 
He cited the company ’s rec­ 
ords of accomplishments for the 
past y ear. 
Despite the five - week steel 
strike, sales for the y ear were 
over a quarter-billion dollars for 
the first time. In the previous rec­ 
ord y ear of 1955, sales totaled $238 
million. 
Crucible’s earnings in 1956 will 
be close to the 1955 earnings of 
$13,209,000, or $7.21 per share, 
based on present outstanding com­ 
mon shares. Dividend pay ments to 
shareholders increased to $3 per 
share in 1956, compared, to $2.50 
in 1955. 
In November, the company an­ 
nounced its intention to present a 
two-for-one stock split proposal to 
stockholders. The proposal, to be 
voted on in January , provides an 
authorization to increase the num­ 
ber of shares of capital stock from 
2^ million to 5 million. 
Last spring, the company of­ 
fered to its stockholders addition­ 
al stock in the ratio of one share

The Koppers Co., Inc., announced 
in a y earend statement it will in­ 
vest a huge sum in new plants and 
equipment in the next five y ears 
and its newest facility at Arroy o is 
expected to share in the expan­ 
sion. 
Koppers officials said earlier 
that “plans for development of the 
Arroy o project are on the drawing 
boards.” 
The Pittsburgh firm in its state­ 
ment concerning plans for the fu­ 
ture said that between $100 mil­ 
lion and $125 million will go into 
new plants and equipment through 
1962 with about two thirds of all 
capital expenditures earmarked for 
programs which assure the com­ 
pany ’s continued growth in the 
chemical industry . 
This is an extension of Koppers 
previously announced plans for a 
Hve-y 6ar expansion program which 
was launch^ in 1955. In 1956 capi­ 
tal expenditures were about $21 
million of which approximately 70 
per cent was for programs of the 
Chemical and Tar Products Divi 
sions — the divisions which p r o- 
duce and sell chemicals and in 
which the Arroy o plant is a unit. 
Developments in research have 
been a major factor in Koppers 
current expansion in the chemical 
field. In 1956 alone, Koppers: 
Completed construction and be­ 
gan the operation of a new develop­ 
ment laboratory at Kobuta, where 
new products are tested, new ap­ 
plications of existing products are

There were 29 fire fatalities and 
56 deaths in miscellaneous holiday 
accidents for an overall toll of 330. 
By 8 p.m., last Monday , during 
the Christmas weekend, traffic ac­ 
cidents had claimed 467 lives. 
The count of New Year holiday 
fatalities which commenced at 
6 p.m. Friday , will continued until 
nrridnight Tuesday . 
During

hour 
Christmas period 706 persons lost 
their lives in traffic mkhapS| a 


record for any holiday . Added to 
these were 54 who died in fires 
and 124 in nontraffic accidents for 
an over-all total of 884, also a 
record.

estimated before the New Year 
holiday began that 490 lives would 
be lost in traffic over the long 
weekend. The record traffic toll 
for a New Year holiday is 407

HARTFORD, Conn. (AV-Furious 
shooting flames Monday wrecked 
the huge and historical St. Jo­ 
seph’s Roman Catholic Cathedral, 
Connecticut’s largest. D a m a g e s 
were estimated at more than five 
million dollars by City Manager 
Carleton F. Sharpe. 
The fire, the second in a Roman 
Catholic church in Hartford in 31 
hours, brought from Fire Chief 
Henry G. Thomas the statement 
that “they have to be more than 
coincidence.” 
He added, however,, there was no 
concrete evidence of arson. 
Cliurch officials said the build­ 
ing was insured for four million 
dollars. 
. 
The cathedral and St. Patrick’s 
Church, destroy ed by fire early 
Sunday morning, are little more 
than a mile apart in downtown 
Hartford. 
Acting on the suspicion that an 
arsonist might be on the loose. Po­ 
lice Chief Michael J. Godfrey or­ 
dered police to guard every church 
and sy nagogue in kartford, the 
state’s capital. 
May ors in Bridgeport. New Ha­ 
ven and Waterbury , issued almost 
identical orders as “protective 
measures.” 
There are 13 Roman Catholic 
churches in Hartford now, and 
some 125 others of various denom­ 
inations, including sy nagogues. 
Gov. Abraham A. Ribicoff of­ 
fered* police the full facilities of 
the state, including state police 
and National Guard units. Twenty 
state policemen were immediately 
transferred to Hartford. 
About 100 persons were in St.

Secretary of State Dulles talked 
over the Middle East situaticm 
with U.N. Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjö ld 
Monday , 
report­ 
edly on the new U. S. plan to block 
Soviet expansion in .the critical 
area. 
In a statement after the two- 
hour conference, Dulles said he 
talked to Hammarskjö ld so he 
could relay the U. N. viewpoint to 
President Eisenhower for his dis­ 
cussion with congressional leaders 
Tuesday . 
Neither Dulles nor Hammar­ 
skjö ld would comment on just 
what was discussed at the lunch­ 
eon in the Waldorf-Astoria apart­ 
ment of U. S. Ambassador Henry 
Cabot Lodge Jr. 
Informed sources said the dis- 
cussion centered on the Eisen- 
I hower administration’s sweeping 
new economic-military plan for 
the Middle East. 
In his statement Dulles said re­ 
cent events in the Middle East 
“make it necessary that the Unit­ 
ed States should further develop 
its policies in relations to that 
area.” 
Dulles added that Eisenhower 
had asked him to go over the 
whole situation with Hammar- 
Iskjold in order that U. S. and 
U. N. policies should dovetail. 
Reliable informants said Dulles 
spelled out the new U. S. plan, 
after discussing the Arab-Israeli 
situation and the Suez Canal prob­ 
lem. 
They said Dulles told Hammar­ 
skjö ld: 
1. That the U. S. plan is aimed 
exclusively against Russian attack 
or subversion. 
2. It is not intended to tamper 
iwith U. N. efforts to achieve a 
Middle East peace and reopen the 
canal. 
3. The U. N. cannot take steps 
against Soviet imperialism/ in the 
Middle East because of Russia’s 
veto power in the Security Coun­ 
cil. Thus the United States is the 
logical one to thrust its economic 
and military power into the vac­ 
uum caused by waning British- 
French prestige. 
As explained to newsmen in 
Washington, the U. S. plan has 
two main parts. 
1. A congressional authority for 
Eisenhower to use U. S. troops— 
if he deems it necessary —to op­ 
pose any Soviet aggression in the 
Middle East.

Despite a tragic five highway 
deaths in Columbiana County in 
December, the county in 1956 
achieved its safest highway traffic 
record in history . 
Seventeen men, women and chil­ 
dren died on the county ’s streets 
and roads during the past y ear—a 
45 per cent reduction of the toll in 
1955 when 30 were killed. 
Last y ear’s total of fatalities was 
the second lowest since 1942 when 
14 died, but there were far fewer 
cars and trucks on the highway s 
15 y ears ago. 
Despite the decrease in fatali­ 
ties in 1956, the total number of 
iiighway accidents continued the 
annual increase. The State High­ 
way Patrol at Salem reported 828 
accidents last y ear—injury , (fatal 


and property damage. There were 
a total of 794 accidents in 1955. 
There were about 10,000 vehicles 
registered in ,1942, 31,000 in 1950 
and around 42,000 last y ear, ac­ 
cording to estimates f r o m the 
Clerk of Courts office at Lisbon. 
East Liverpool had one fatality 
last y ear — resulting from a train- 
car collision — compared to five 
deaths in 1955. In Wellsville, which 
went without a fatality in 1955, two 
boy s were killed in separate bi­ 
cy cle mishaps. 
The 1956 county toll boosted to 
523 the number of persons killed 
in the past 20 y ears on county 
highway s and streets. The aver­ 
age for the period since 1936 is 26 
claimed annually .

WASHINGTON (5V-Sy ria warned 
the United States Monday against 
any new policy of rely ing on U.S. 
military force to guard the stra­ 
tegic Middle East from Russian 
aggression or subversion. 
Ambassador Farid Zeineddine, 
acting on instructions from his 
government, proposed instead that 
the United States work mainly 
through the United Nations to 
maintain the uneasy Middle East­ 
ern peace. 
The Sy rian action came as Sec­ 
retary of State Dulles met in New 
York with top United Nations of­ 
ficials to explain how he thought 
the proposed new American policy 
would help the U. N. ease ten­ 
sions among Israel and the Arab 
nations. 
Zeineddine 
delivered 
to the 
State Department an eight-point 
denunciation of a reported Eisen­ 
hower administration decision to 
ask Congress for standby author­ 
ity to use American armed force, 
if necessary , to check Soviet ex­ 
pansion moves in the Middle East. 
“The so-called Soviet penetra­ 
tion of the Arab East is not real,” 
the Sy rian envoy said. “Tensions 
in western Asia and North Africa 
are due primarily to colonial Zion­ 
ist actions and policies.” 
Zeineddine challenged the two 
main premises on which Eisen­ 
hower and Dulles are understood 
to be basing the new policy , 
which is to be explained to con­ 
gressional leaders Tuesday . 
The Sy rian contended there is 
no “vacuum” in the Middle East 
now which Russia is threatening 
to fill, or any real threat of Soviet 
aggression or subversion in the 
area. 
If there were a vacuum, he said, 
it would be filled by nations of 
the area and not from the out­ 
side. 
Sy ria has never sought an 
American 
military 
shield, 
he 
stressed, because “the United Na­ 
tions Charter alone can serve as 
a basis for future action . . . ”

Based on 1956 sales estimates, the 
company sold about $42 million 
worth of chemical products it did 
not have 10 years ago — princi­ 
pally polystyrene, polyethylene, re- 
sorcinol, resins, antioxidants, ani­ 
lines and dyes. 
About $13 million worth of pro­ 
ducts manufactured by the Metal 
Products Division were sold in 1956 
which were not made by the di­ 
vision 10 years ago — mainly gas 
cleaning equipment, box - making 
machinery, industrial sound c o n- 
trol equipment and other heavy in­ 
dustrial products. 
The Engineering and Construc­ 
tion Division sold appro^dmately 
$19 million worth of services in 
1956 that it did not offer industry 
before 1946, such as the design and 
construction of open hearth 
fur­ 
naces, chemical plants, blast fur­ 
naces and sintering plants. Total 
Engineering and Construction Di­ 
vision sales were approximately 
$70 million in 1956 — nearly double 
the figure for 1955. 
At the beginning of 1957,

company has an order backlog of 
approximately $137 
m i l l i o n of 
which more than $100 million is in 
the Engineering and Construction 
Division, By the very nature of 
Koppers business, large backlogs 
are not maintained in its manu­ 
facturing divisions.

mail today notifying 461 East Liv­ 
erpool residents they have l o s t 
their right to vote. 
The 461 were removed in the an­ 
nual yearend registration c h e c k 
required by state law, Frank R. 
O’Hanlon, clerk of the board, ex­ 
plained. 
The action left East Liverpool 
with 9,909 qualified electors, com­ 
pared with the 10,384 who w e r e 
qualified for the November 
1956 
general election. In addition to the 
names removed from the rolls in 
the year end check, 14 more were 
canceled in .December because of 
deaths, *0 ’Hanlon said. 
The law requires the board to 
remove the names of persons who 
have failed to vote in at l e a s t 
one primary, general or special 
election in the preceding 
tw o 
years or take some other action 
to indicate they still are an active 
voter. 
Voters will receive the postcard 
notices by Wednesday. They 
ex­ 
plain the reasons for the cancella­ 
tions and point out that the voter 
must register in order to v o t e 
again. 
The check leaves the S e c o n d 
Ward as East Liverpool’s largest, 
with 3,164 voters. The F o u r t h 
Ward ranks second with 2,672, the 
First Ward is in third place with 
2,348 and the Third Ward is last 
with 1,739. 
Registration cancellations rang­ 
ed from a low of 1 in 2-G to a 
high of 25 in 1-D. Here is a pre­ 
cinct - by - precinct breakdown of 
the removals, showing f i r s t the 
number cancelled and second the 
net number of voters remaining:

The American Do llar And The Oil Situatio n 


Take a dollar bill out of y our 
purse and have a look at it. It 
could contain three statements: 
“This certificate is leg al tender at 
its face value 
for all debts, 
public bnd pri­ 
vate;” “T h e 
United 
States 
of A m e r i c a 
will pay to the 
bearer on de­ 
mand five dol­ 
lars 
(I 
am 
looking 
at 
a 
$5.00 biU);” A 
So ko lsky silver 
certifi­ 
cate is issued which states: “This 
certifies that there is no deposit 
in the Treasury of the U n i t e d 
States of America, one dollar in 
silver pay able to the bearer on de­ 
mand.” 


POINT ONE we can all under­ 
stand. The bill must be accepted 
at face value by the g overnment 
for taxes, fees, etc.; it must be 
accepted by a storekeeper unlss 
he believes it to be a counterfeit, 
whereupon he should send for the 
police. 
Point two is not so clear be­ 
cause apparently the g reen paper 
that I am holding in my hand 
does not assert that it is a five 
dollar bill; it only asserts that it 
is a promissory note upon presen­ 
tation of which to the U. S. Treas­ 
ury , I can obtain five dollars. 
But it does not describe the na­ 
ture of the dollars I am to re­ 
ceive. I have to take that on faith 
and as long as the credit of the 
United States is g ood, that faith 
is not misplaced. Constitutionally 
it is a function of Cong ress to con­ 
trol the currency althoug h it does 
happen that executive ag encies 
can manipulate prices to affect 
the purchasing power of the dol­ 
lar which is, of course, its real 
value. 
It is thus that dollars earned in 
one y ear may be worth more or 
less in another y ear — a fact 
which seriously concerns 
those 
who save dollars or purchase in­ 
surance policies or'in one way or 
another attempted to provide dol­ 
lars to care for their heirs at a 
time other than the 
immediate 
present. 


POINT THREE is interesting 
because silver is 
a 
commodity 
sellable for its intrinsic value. It 
can be used for many purposes, 
including the filling of teeth. 
The question arises whether it 
is practical to convert paper sil­ 
ver certificates into silver dollars 
and how much silver one would 


actually g et at a g iven conver­ 
sion, that too, depending upon an 
act of Cong ress. 
The American dollar factually is 
the noblest expression of confi­ 
dence in our g overnment and our 
future as a people because it is 
supported by nothing else. 
But to those abroad, the dollar 
has altog ether another meaning . 
It is one of the very few curren­ 
cies acceptable in international 
trade and it is the most favora­ 
bly reg arded currency . All trading 
nations must accumulate Ameri­ 
can dollars for the pursuit >of busi­ 
ness. 
As no nation has, since 
1938, 
been able to ex port enoug h g oods 
or import enoug h tourists to pro­ 
vide all the dollars it needs or de- 
.sires, the g overnment of the Unit­ 
ed States accommodating ly h a s 
made up the difference either by 
direct g rants or by loans, never 
to be repaid, or by credits f or 
g oods obtainable in this countr>. 


ALL EUROPEAN countries, have 
enacted leg islation protecting their 
dollar reserves as best they mig ht, 
but political 
accidents 
oftimes 
play havoc with their plans. 
For instance, the British prefer 
to buy oil in the Middle 
E a s t 
where they can pay for it 
in 
pounds sterling which is 
g ood 
enoug h currency for countries in 
the sterling g roup. However, when 
the British are forced to purchase 
oil in the United States, they have 
to pay for it in American dollars, 
of which they have too few. If 
too* many British pounds have to 
be converted into American d o I- 
lars, the pound wiU lose in pur­ 
chasing power because the United 
States does not need or desire 
larg e accumulations of poun ds 
with which we can do little. 
Therefore, to avoid a debacle of 
the value of the pound, the United 
States finds a way of g iving the 
British dollar credits with which 
to pay for the oil. 
While it mig ht be true that a 
private oil company in the United 
States could sell much oil to a 
British company , accepting com­ 
mercial paper discountable in a 
bank, no British company could 
undertake a transaction of 
s uc h 
dimensions without g overnment 
authority because it could not be 
sure that it could ever obtain pri­ 
vately the American dollars to pay 
for the oil which would be sold to 
their customers in pounds sterling . 
Transactions of that sort must 
now be g overnment operations in 
the present state of the interna­ 
tional movement of undefined cur­ 
rencies.

Archeolog y , a science founded on 
excavation, has taken to the sky . 
In fact, the airplane has become 
as important as the pick and shov­ 
el in uncovering relics of ancient 
cultures. 
In place of arduous g round sur­ 
vey s to pinpoint the likeliest site 
for a “dig ,” scientists can now 
examine aerial photog raphs for 
telltale sig ns of buried ruins. Old 
remains invisible at g round level 
stand out with startling clarity 
when viewed from aloft. 
For example, in an area that 
had swarmed with earthbound ar- 
cheolog ists for almost a century , 
aerial observers discovered the 
Great Wall of Peru. This mam­ 
moth rampart, stretching from the 
Pacific hig h into the Andes, was 
probably built by the ancient Chi- 
mu Empire as a defense ag ain.st 
invading Tncas. 
In North Africa an airborne ar- 
cheolog ist located the outer forti­ 
fications of ancient Carthag e. And 
in densely populated Britain hun­ 
dreds of important Roman and pre­ 
historic sites have been identified 
from aerial photog raphs. 
Surprising ly , buried structures 
are often as easy to disting uish 
from the sky as exposed ruins. 
Uneven g round covering walls and 
passag es stands out in sharp relief 
when struck by the oblique sunlig ht 
of early morning and late after- 
; noon.

Dav id Lawrence d e n t Eisen­ 
hower, on the advice of Secretary 
of State Dulles, has decided to ask 
Cong ress this week for authority to 
use the armed forces of the Unit­ 
ed States at any moment in any 
one of three conting encies. 
These are, first, to reenforce the 
resolutions of the Security Coun­ 
cil of the United Nations; second, 
to take collective action 
throug h 
the General Assembly under Ar­ 
ticle 51 of the charter should any 
Soviet veto be interposed in the 
Security Council and third, to join 
with all those nations in the Mid­ 
dle East which are willing to ac­ 
cept American military and eco­ 
nomic aid in resisting Communist 
ag g ression wherever and when- | 
ever it occurs. 
I 
Primarily it means that the Unit­ 
ed States intends to do its utmost 
to prevent the Soviets from domin­ 
ating the Middle East. 


ALL THIS COMES under the 
head of defensive commitments 
which the United States is willing 
to undertake as a deterrent to a 
g eneral war. For if this policy is 
effective, it is reasoned that the 
Soviet Union’s rulers will not mis­ 
calculate as did the Kaiser in 1914 
and Hitler in 1939 in assuming that 
the United States would not inter­ 
vene. 
To prevent in this critical era 
another such “miscalculation” — 
as Secretary Dulles has often used 
the word in his public speeches — 
Cong ress will be asked formally to 
declare ahead of any possible war 
the policy of the United States. 
This, therefore, will not be mere­ 
ly an executive declaration but a 
joint proclamation of American 
purpose in which the Cong ress — 
the only body which under the Con­ 
stitution can declare war — will 
g ive 
authority 
in 
advance 
for 
armed action. 
In a broad sense this addition | 
to established policy would g ive to j 
the United Nations the very mili- I 
tary potential it has hitherto lacked | 
to enforce its resolutions. 
| 
It means a buildup in prestig e ' 
for the U.N. It tells the world the 
United States has not g one “paci­ 
fist” and means business. 


IN A WAY the new policy is the 
reverse of what happened with re- ■ 
spect to Korea and — had it been j 
in effect in June 1950 — mig ht j 
have actually prevented the Ko­ 
rean war from breaking out. 
For at that time the Communists 
j thoug ht, after reading Secretary 
j of State Acheson’s speech in Jan­ 
uary 
1950, 
that 
America 
itself 
would not act to defend Korea and 
that if the issue came up throug h 
the United Nations — as Mr. Ache- 
son hinted it would — a veto could 
be interposed to stop it. 
An accident — Russia’s tempo­ 
rary absence from the Security 
Council — prevented the use of the 
veto by Russia to thwart the U.N. 
and a united force was ordered 
to repel ag g ression in Korea. 
The United Nations Assembly , 
however, which subsequently un­ 
der 
Mr. 
Acheson’s 
leadership 
adopted in November 1950 a reso­ 
lution permitting collective action 
to enforce peace — whenever the 
Security Council f a i l s to 
act. 
So today a united military expedi­ 
tion carv be authorized so as to 
preserve order in the world. 
It is in relation to this very pro­ 
vision to enforce peace that the

American policy now is being Im­ 
plemented. 
Cong ressional authority to en­ 
able the United States to play its 
part instantly in these emerg en­ 
cies has heretofore been lacking . 
While President Truman did ask 
Cong ress in 1947 to provide mili­ 
tary and economic aid to 
s a ve 
Greece and Turkey from Commu­ 
nist infiltration — in what was 
known as the “Truman Doctrine” 
—no such authority was requested 
when Mr. Truman in 1950 sent 
American military forces into Ko­ 
rea. 
It is true that Cong ress appro­ 
priated the money later on and, 
in effect, ratified the military ac­ 
tion already taken but this proce­ 
dure does not prevent a war from 
happening — it merely sanctions 
what has already been done. 


THE NEAREST PARALLEL is 
what Mr. Eisenhower persuaded 
Cong ress to do with respect to For­ 
mosa in January , 1955. 
At that time both houses by an 
almost unanimous vote g ave the 
executive the authority to use 
America’s armed forces at any 
moment that he feels a military 
threat to American interests has 
arisen in and around Formosa. 
That step has for two y ears now 
prevented a war in the Far East. 
It is confidently hoped that a sim­ 
ilar g rant of authority now to be 
used conting ently will prevent a 
g eneral war from breaking out as 
a result of the Middle East situa­ 
tion. 
What the United States is about 
to do is related far more to the 
long rang e situation in the Middle 
East than to present controversies. 
It is not a “unilateral” action but 
the beg inning of a collective ef­ 
fort. 
It differs from what the British 
and French did. For they inter­ 
vened in 
Eg y pt without g oing 
throug h 
the machinery 
of the 
United Nations and without con-1 
suiting the United States. 


Because the British and French 
by their policy have aroused hos­ 
tility among the Arab countries, 
the United States hopes that this 
new step which means extensive 
economic aid too will bring the 
Arab states back in line. 
A common front ag ainst Soviet 
penetration is thus to be firmly es­ 
tablished in the Middle East and 
Britain and France are expected 
to play a helpful part in the allied 
undertaking . 
There is no thoug ht of furnishing 
American money to build the As­ 
wan dam. Such a big project, of­ 
ficials 
explain, 
would 
take 
15 
y ears to finish and requires the 
utmost friendliness and coopera­ 
tion between America and Eg y pt 
I with no threat of arbitrary action 
in the interval or the out-cropping 


I of international friction. 


‘ 
THIS IS not the kind of atmos­ 
phere prevailing today and may be 
it never will under Nasser. A new 
Eg y ptian g overnment would have 
a better chance. 
The American policy , as author- 
itavely outlined to this correspond­ 
ent, means that no nation will be 
forced to accept economic aid. 
There will be cooperation only 
with those g overnments in the 
Middle East which really want to 
I cooperate with us in warding off 
i the Soviet ag g ressors, 
j 
No new treaties like the Bag hdad 
! Pact are envisag ed, and the entire 
; policy is based on intimate coord- 


I ination with the United Nations as 
was the case when America helped 
Greece to fig ht ag ainst the g uer­ 
rillas sent there from Communist 
countries in 1947. Close liasion with 
NATO is also an integ ral part of 
the whole plan. 
Cong ress is dedicated to the idea 
of preventing World War III and 
since it approved the “Truman Doc­ 
trine” and the Formosa resolution 
it may be expected to approve the 
new “Eisenhower Doctrine,” too, 
by an overwhelming vote.

Terror At Home 
The band director of the Camden. S C., high 
school will live and bear no permanent injuries, 
although hooded terrorists tried to beat him to 
death last week. 
An expectant mother in Montgomery, Ala., 
will recover from gunshot wounds, sustained 
while riding a bus. Basketball players in the 
University of Mississippi will recover from the 
disappointment of being kept out of games with 
teams that have colored players. 
A Negro home near Kershaw’, N C., burned 
by terrorists will be replaced. All over the 
South, there will be recovery from a kind of 
terror just as horrible in its implications as 
anything happening in Hungary. 
Many of its victims are at a loss to explain 
why they became involved in it. The Camden 
band director had said and done nothing to 
bring himself to the attention of the terrorists 
who flogged him. The 
expectant 
mother 
in 
Montgomery was merely doing what she had a 
legal and a moral right to do. The basketball 
players whose schedules are being turned topsy­ 
turvy by white supremacists have no personal 
animosity against colored athletes. 
This is the ultimate terror — this unreason­ 
ing and unpredictable violence practiced against 
persons who had no part in creating it. 
While Americans are frothing with indigna­ 
tion over terror abroad, it is easier than ever 
to forget to be indignant about terror at home. 


Among Us Gorillas 


We are as excited about the birth of the 
first baby gorilla in captivity as anyone could 
be, but for a different reason. 
It occurs to us that this little stranger who 
has brought fame to the Columbus Zoo might 
be the first of his kind to be warned that 
if he does not knuckle down and do better he 
will grow up to look like a people. 
There was, after all, the mother pigeon that

The American Dollar And The Oil Situation 


Take a dollar bill out of your 
purse and have a look at it. It 
could contain three statements: 
“This certificate is legal tender at 
its face value 
for all debts, 
public hnd pri­ 
vate;” “T h e 
United 
States 
of A rn e r i c a 
will pay to the 
bearer on de­ 
mand five dol­ 
lars 
(I 
am 
looking 
at 
a 
$5 00 bill);” A 
George Sokolsky silver 
certifi­ 
cate is issued which states: “This 
certifies that there is no deposit 
in the Treasury of the U n i t e d 
States of America, one dollar in 
silver payable to the bearer on de­ 
mand.” 


POINT ONE we can all under­ 
stand. The bill must be accepted 
at face value by the government 
for taxes, fees, etc.; it must be 
accepted by a storekeeper unlss 
he believes it to be a counterfeit, 
whereupon he should send for the 
police. 
Point two is not so clear be­ 
cause apparently the green paper 
that I am holding in my 
hand 
does not assert that it is a five 
dollar bill; it only asserts that it 
is a promissory note upon presen­ 
tation of which to the U. S. Treas­ 
ury, I can obtain five dollars. 
But it does not describe the na­ 
ture of the dollars I am to re­ 
ceive. I have to take that on faith 
and as long as the credit of the 
United States is good, that faith 
is not misplaced. Constitutionally 
it is a function of Congress to con­ 
trol the currency although it does 
happen 
that executive 
agencies 
can manipulate prices to 
affect 
the purchasing power of the dol­ 
lar which is, of course, its 
real 
value. 
It is thus that dollars earned in 
one year may be worth more or 
less in another year — 
a 
fact 
which seriously 
concerns 
those 
who save dollars or purchase in­ 
surance policies or in one way or 
another attempted to provide dol­ 
lars to care for their heirs at a 
time other than the 
immediate 
present. 


POINT 
THREE 
is 
interesting 
because silver is 
a 
commodity 
sellable for its intrinsic value. It 
can be used for many purposes, 
including the filling of teeth. 
The question arises whether it 
is practical to convert paper sil­ 
ver certificates into silver dollars 
and how much silver one would 


actually get at a 
given conver­ 
sion, that too, depending upon an 
act of Congress. 
The American dollar factually is 
the noblest expression of confi­ 
dence in our government and our 
future as a people because it is 
supported by nothing else. 
But to those abroad, the dollar 
; has altogether another meaning. 
It is one of the very few curren­ 
cies 
acceptable in 
international 
trade and it is the most favora­ 
bly regarded currency. All trading 
nations must accumulate Ameri­ 
can dollars for the pursuit jof busi­ 
ness. 
As no nation has, since 
1938. 
been able to export enough goods 
or import enough tourists to pro­ 
vide all the dollars it needs or de­ 
sires, the government of the Unit­ 
ed States accommodatingly 
h a s 
made up the difference either by 
direct grants or by loans, never 
to be repaid, or by credits f o r 
goods obtainable in this county. 


ALL EUROPEAN countries, have 
enacted legislation protecting their 
dollar reserves as best they might, 
but political 
accidents 
oftimes 
play havoc with their plans. 
For instance, the British prefer 
to buy oil in the Middle E a s t 
where they can 
pay 
for it 
in 
pounds sterling which is 
g o o d 
enough currency for countries in 
the sterling group. However, when 
the British are forced to purchase 
oil in the United States, they have 
to pay for it in American dollars, 
of which they have too few. If 
too’ many British pounds have to 
be converted into American d o 1- 
lars, the pound will lose in pur­ 
chasing power because the United 
States does not need 
or 
desire 
large accumulations of p o u n d s 
with which we can do little. 
Therefore, to avoid a debacle of 
the value of the pound, the United 
States finds a way of giving the 
British dollar credits with which 
to pay for the oil. 
While it might be true that a 
private oil company in the United 
States 
could sell 
much oil to a 
British company, accepting 
com­ 
mercial paper discountable in a 
bank, no British company 
could 
undertake a transaction of s u c h 
dimensions 
without 
government 
authority because it could not be 
sure that it could ever obtain pri­ 
vately the American dollars to pay 
for the oil which would be sold to 
their customers in pounds sterling. 
Transactions of that sort must 
now be government operations in 
the present state of the interna­ 
tional movement of undefined cur­ 
rencies.

BirdVEve View 


Archeology, a science founded on 
excavation, has taken to the sky. 
In fact, the airplane has become 
as important as the pick and shov­ 
el in uncovering relics of ancient 
cultures. 
In place of arduous ground sur­ 
veys to pinpoint the likeliest site 
for a “dig,” scientists can now 
examine aerial photographs for 
telltale signs of buried ruins. Old 
remains invisible at ground level 
stand out with startling clarity 
when viewed from aloft. 
For example, in an area that 
had swarmed with earthbound ar- 
cheologists for almost a century, 
aerial 
observers discovered the 
Great Wall of Peru. This m am ­ 
moth ram part, stretching from the 
Pacific high into the Andes, was 
probably built by the ancient Chi- 
mu Empire as a defense against 
invading Incas. 
In North Africa an airborne ar­ 
cheologist located the outer forti­ 
fications of ancient Carthage. And 
in densely populated Britain hun­ 
dreds of important Roman and pre­ 
historic sites have been identified 
from aerial photographs. 
Surprisingly, 
buried 
structures 
are often as easy to distinguish 
from the sky as exposed ruins. 
Uneven ground covering walls and 
passages stands out in sharp relief 
when struck by the oblique sunlight 
of early morning and late after­ 
noon.

A Tough Row To Hoe

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U.S. Doctrine Designed To Avert War

The United States government 
is about to take a most important 
step toward preventing the out­ 
break of World War III. 
H a d some­ 
thing of t h i s 
nature b e e n 
e v o l v e d 
prior 
to 
1914 
and p r i o r to 
1939 the world 
might h a v e 
b e e n spared 
t w o terrible 
wars. 
F o r Presi- 
David Lawrence 
d e n t Eisen­ 
hower, on the advice of Secretary 
of State Dulles, has decided to ask 
Congress this week for authority to 
use the armed forces of the Unit­ 
ed States at any moment in any 
one of three contingencies. 
These are, first, to reenforce the 
resolutions of the Security Coun­ 
cil of the United Nations; second, 
to take collective action 
through 
the General Assembly under Ar­ 
ticle 51 of the charter should any 
Soviet veto be interposed in the 
Security Council and third, to join 
with all those nations in the Mid­ 
dle East which are willing to ac­ 
cept American military and eco­ 
nomic aid in resisting Communist 
aggression wherever and when­ 
ever it occurs. 
Prim arily it means that the Unit­ 
ed States intends to do its utmost 
to prevent the Soviets from domin­ 
ating the Middle East. 


ALL THIS COMES under the 
head of defensive commitments 
which the United States is willing 
to undertake as a deterrent to a 
general war. For if this policy is 
effective, it is reasoned that the 
Soviet Union’s rulers will not mis­ 
calculate as did the Kaiser in 1914 
and Hitler in 1939 in assuming that 
the United States would not inter­ 
vene. 
To prevent in this critical era 
another such “ miscalculation” — 
as Secretary Dulles has often used 
the word in his public speeches — 
Congress will be asked formally to 
declare ahead of any possible war 
the policy of the United States. 
This, therefore, wili not be mere­ 
ly an executive declaration but a 
joint 
proclamation 
of 
American 
purpose in which the Congress — 
the only body which under the Con­ 
stitution can declare war — will 
give 
authority 
in 
advance 
for 
armed action. 
In a broad sense this addition 
to established policy would give to 
the United Nations the very mili­ 
tary potential it has hitherto lacked 
to enforce its resolutions. 
It means a buildup in prestige 
for the U.N. It tells the world the 
United States has not gone “paci­ 
fist” and means business. 


IN A WAY the new policy is the 
reverse of what happened with re­ 
spect to Korea and — had it been 
in effect in June 1950 — might 
have actually prevented the Ko­ 
rean war from breaking out. 
For at that time the Communists 
thought, after reading Secretary 
of State Acheson’s speech in Jan­ 
uary 
1950, 
that 
America 
itself 
would not act to defend Korea and 
that if the issue came up through 
the United Nations — as Mr. Ache- 
son hinted it would — a veto could 
be interposed to stop it. 
An accident — Russia's tempo­ 
rary absence from the Security 
Council — prevented the use of the 
veto by Russia to thwart the U N. 
and a united force was ordered 
to repel aggression in Korea. 
The United Nations Assembly, 
however, which subsequently un­ 
der 
Mr. 
Acheson’s 
leadership 
adopted in November 1950 a reso­ 
lution permitting collective action 
to enforce peace — whenever the 
Security Council f a i I s to 
act. 
So today a united military expedi­ 
tion caiv be authorized so as to 
preserve order in the world. 
It is in relation to this very pro­ 
vision to enforce peace that the

! American policy now is being im­ 
plemented.

i — no such authority was requested 
when Mr. Truman in 1950 sent 
American military forces into Ko­ 
rea. 
It is true that Congress appro­ 
priated the money later on and, 
in effect, ratified the military ac­ 
tion already taken but this proce­ 
dure does not prevent a war from 
happening — it merely sanctions 
what has already been done. 


THE NEAREST PARALLEL is 
what Mr. Eisenhower persuaded 
Congress to do with respect to For­ 
mosa in January, 1955. 
At that time both houses by an 
almost unanimous vote gave the 
executive the 
authority to use 
America’s armed forces at any 
moment that he feels a military 
threat to American interests has 
arisen in and around Formosa. 
That step has for two years now 
prevented a war in the Far East. 
It is confidently hoped that a sim­ 
ilar grant of authority now to be 
used contingently will prevent a 
general war from breaking out as 
a result of the Middle East situa­ 
tion. 
What the United States is about 
to do is related far more to the 
long range situation in the Middle 
East than to present controversies. 
It is not a “unilateral” action but 
the beginning of a collective ef­ 
fort. 
It differs from what the British 
and French did. For they inter­ 
vened 
in 
Egypt 
without 
going 
through 
the 
machinery 
of 
the 
United Nations and without con-! 
suiting the United States. 


Because the British and French 
by their policy have aroused hos­ 
tility among the Arab countries, 
the United States hopes that this 
new step which means extensive 
economic aid too will bring the 
Arab states back in line. 
A common front against Soviet 
penetration is thus to be firmly es­ 
tablished in the Middle East and 
Britain and France are expected 
to play a helpful part in the allied 
undertaking. 
There is no thought of furnishing 
American money to build the As­ 
wan dam. Such a big project, of­ 
ficials 
explain, 
would 
take 
15 
years to finish and requires the 
utmost friendliness and coopera­ 
tion between America and Egypt 
with no threat of arbitrary action 
in the interval or the out-cropping 
of international friction. 


THIS IS not the kind of atmos­ 
phere prevailing today and maybe 
it never will under Nasser. A new 
Egyptian government would have 
a better chance. 
The American policy, as author- 
itavely outlined to this correspond­ 
ent, means that no nation will be 
forced to accept economic aid. 
There will be cooperation only 
with those governments in the 
Middle East which really want to 
cooperate with us in warding off 
the Soviet aggressors. 
No new treaties like the Baghdad 
Pact are envisaged, and the entire 
policy is based on intimate coord­ 
ination with the United Nations as 
was the case when America helped 
Greece to fight against the guer­ 
rillas sent there from Communist 
countries in 1947. Close basion with 
NATO is also an integral part of 
the whole plan. 
Congress is dedicated to the idea 
of preventing World War III and 
since it approved the “Truman Doc­ 
trine” and the Formosa resolution 
it may be expected to approve the 
new “ Eisenhower Doctrine,” too, 
by an overwhelming vote.

For 9 Years 


Manager Of OSES

With the exception of a two- 
month period in m i d y e a r , un­ 
employment in E ast Liverpool dur­ 
ing 1956 was the lowest it has been 
in the nine years he has been as­ 
sociated with the local Ohio State 
Employment Service office, H arry 
L. Dinsmore, m anager, com m ent­ 
ed in reviewing last y ear’s 
fig­ 
ures. 
The num ber of new and contin­ 
ued claim s for jobless com pensa­ 
tion were lower than in previous 
years, Dinsmore said, but the av­ 
erages do not show the decrease 
because a steel strike sent claims 
spiraling upward for two months. 
The average weekly num ber of 
new claim s last year was 58, com­ 
pared to 38 iii 1955 and 118 in 1954. 
But July and August sent the av­ 
erage climbing, 
Dinsmore 
said, 
pointing out the average 
weekly 
num ber in July was 121 and there 
were 91 a week in August. 
The new claim s dropped to 9 per 
week in October, rose to 2 2 in No­ 
vem ber and reached 40 in Decem­ 
ber when an increase was noted 
during the last two weeks, he said. 
Similarly, the num ber of contin­ 
uing claim s was lower 
although 
the average was 216, chiefly be­ 
cause m ore than 500 were record­ 
ed each week in July and August, 
the veteran m anager said. 
The average num ber of continu­ 
ing claim s fell to 58 per week in 
November and then climbed back 
to 8 8 in December. 
There were 7.847 people seeking

They said afterwards 
it calls fo r increased spending, 
within inco me but with little o r 
no ro o m fo r tax cuts.

' Spending in the current fiscal 
year is estimated at $69,100,000,000 
and it has already been predicted 
that up to two billio ns mo re wo uld 
be asked fo r defense spending 
than is being spent this year. 
The White Ho use meeting lasted 
fro m 9 ’a.m. until after 5:30 p.m., 
with a midday recess.

po ssible request fo r standby au­ 
tho rity to c o m m i t American 
tro o ps to halt any aggressio n in 
the Middle East.. 
2. Eisenho wer said he intends 
to press fo r actio n o n civil rights 
legislatio n in the new Co ngress, 
which meets o n Thursday. The 
party leaders said they wo uld get 
behind this. 
So me leading Demo crats have 
co me o ut against the pro po sal fo r 
granting the President advance 
fight-if-necessary autho rity fo r the 
Middle East. 
Eisenho wer 
was 
repo rted 
to 
have stressed that majo rity sup­ 
po rt o f bo th parties wbald be es­ 
sential to the success o f any 
po licy mo ve in the Middle East. 
Fo r that reaso n the President 
apparently refrained fro m even 
discussing the Middle East pro ­ 
po sal with the Republicans Mo n­ 
day, telling them he wants to have 
the Demo crats help shape the de­ 
cisio n at Tuesday’s co nference. 
While the President held o ut the 
pro spect o f a balanced Budget, 
two o f the GOP co ngressio nal 
leaders to o k a dim view abo ut the 
po ssibility o f tax reductio n. 
Senate Mino rity Leader Kno w- 
land (Calif) 
stressed that o nly 
do mestic matters were in the pic­ 
ture at to day’s sessio n, but he 
added that fo rm an o ver-all po int 
o f view: 
“I do n’t think there is likeliho o d 
o f a tax reductio n if we maintain 
a balanced budget and apply so me 
payment o n the debt.”

WASHINGTON UFI - President 
Eisenhower Monday gave Repub­ 
lican congressional leaders a pre­ 
view of his budget for the next 
fiscal year. They said afterwards 
it calls for increased spending, 
within income but with little or 
no room for tax cuts. 
Some of those at the White 
House meeting estimated the plan­ 
ned spending for the fiscal year, 
beginning next July I, at about 72 
billion dollars. Another said 70 
billions would “not be far off.” 
Spending in the current fiscal 
year is estimated at $69,100,000,000 
and it has already been predicted 
that up to two billions more would 
be asked for defense spending 
than is being spent this year. 
The White House meeting lasted 
from 9 a m. until after 5:30 p.m., 
with a midday recess.

AKRON. Ohio (AV—Rep. William 
Ayres (R-Ohio) said Monday some 
sort of federal legislation might be 
needed if the AFL-CIO merger 
fails to eliminate situations such 
as one that is pinching an Akron 
manufacturer. 
The manufacturer is Burt Manu­ 
facturing Co., which produces ven­ 
tilators for commercial and indus­ 
trial use. For l l years, Burt has 
had a contract with the United 
Steelworkers, a CIO affiliate. In­ 
stallation of such ventilators on 
construction projects is done prim­ 
arily by members of the Sheet 
Metal Workers Union, an AFL af­ 
filiate which, says Ayres, does not 
recognize the Steelworkers at Burt 
Manufacturing. 
Ayres 
said 
the 
Sheet - Metal 
Workers have stopped work worth 
thousands of dollars to Burt by 
threatening to pull men from con­ 
struction jobs if Burt equipment 
is used. 
Ayres, who will be a member 
of the House Education and Labor 
Committee, said he will press for 
a full-scale congressional investi­ 
gation of the situation and will 
ask that top national leaders of 
the merged AFL-CIO be called to 
testify. He said he urged the hear­ 
ing in a communication to com­ 
mittee chairman Graham Barden 
(D-N. C h 
The AFL-CIO merger at national 
level has not yet been followed by 
merger at the state level in Ohio.

One facto r keeping the death 
to ll do wn belo w the Christmas 
rate, au tho rities said, is the fact 
that mo re pe<^le stay at ho me 
du ring the New Year’s perio d 
than du ring the Christmas ho li­ 
day s.

way s, du ring the past few day s, 
and that is ano ther facto r which 
may hav e prwnpted mo re mo to r­ 
ists to stay at ho me rather than 
risk the ro ads.

The Tru man do ctrine was in­ 
terpreted at the time as the first 
step in bu ilding a wo rldwide line 
o f resistance. It has no w been ex ­ 
tended u ntil it is almo st that. It 
is being ex tended ag ain. 
As a new y ear beg ins in which 
the East-West stru g g le is ex pected 
to co ntinu e u nabated. President 
Eisenho wer and Secretary Du lles 
are wo rking o n a pro g ram fo r the 
Middle East desig ned to do sev ­ 
eral different bu t co o rdinated jo bs 
in the Middle East. 
1. They want Ru ssia to u nder­ 
stand that, by shipping arms and 
g enerally pressing her prenetra- 
tio n o f the area, she ru ns the risk 
o f co ming face to face with 
American armed fo rce. 
This is part o f a lo ng -standing 
Eisenho wer-Du lles po licy to keep 
the enemy info rmed abo u t the 
thing s he can’t g et away with. 
2. America wants the Middle 
Eastern states to u nderstand tha 
while she maintains a neu tra 
stand betwèen them, and between 
them and the Eu ro pean po wers, 
she do es no t do so between them 
and Ru ssia-thaf if they want her 
aid they can hav e it, and thai 
ther need no t ru n the risks o 
eng u lfment attached to Ru ssian 
aid. 
3. America wants to establish 
a situ atio n in the Middle East in 
which settlements can be ap- 


pro ached, and is willing , to a cer­ 
tain ex tent, to ru n the risk o f war 
» do so . The ex pected presiden­ 
tial requ est fo r standby po wer to 
u se military fo rce if necessanr is 
a repetitio n o f the administra- 
io n’s tactics to ward the Fo rmo sa 
pro blem when Red China was 
;hreatening to attack. Altho u g h it 
canno t be pro v en that the pro mise 
o fig ht fo r Fo rmo sa pro du ced the 
military lu ll, the lu ll has ex isted, 
and so me neg o tiatio ns with Red 
China hav e taken place. 
4. The United States wishes to 
demo nstrate to her Eu ro pean Al­ 
lies that, altho u g h she o ppo ses 
co lo nial tactics, she do es no t in­ 
tend to su bject them to the co n­ 
sequ ences o f a su dden disru ptio n 
o f their access to the Middle East; 
that this co u ntry is fu lly aware 
o f Ru ssia’s plan to pu t Eu ro pe 
u nder sieg e by snatching the Afro - 
Asian reso u rces u po n v diich the 
Eu ro pean indu striad co mplex de­ 
pends. 
All these Ihing s and many mo re 
are inv o lv ed as the President sits 
do wn to day to co nsider the pro ­ 
g ram with o ther natio nal leaders. 
Twice, befo re 1947, the United 
States had sho u ldered a majo r 
po rtio n o f the free wo rld’s military 
bu rdens. IJart o f the necessity fo r 
that was du e to her failu re to 
assu me any real pro po rtio n o f the 
po litical bu rdens.

bu rdens 
which she beg an to pick u p in 1947 
hav e no w beco me tremendo u s, 
and as Du lles say s in his New 
Year’s statement, mo re respo nsi­ 
bilities are y et to be assu med.

Ohio moved into the final 24 
hours of its year-end holiday Tues­ 
day with traffic deaths far below 
the total of 40 registered for the 
Christmas season. 
Thus far, an Associated Press 
survey shows 
13 persons have 
died in traffic accidents in the 
state since 6 p.m. Friday. The 
survey ends at midnight. 
Only deaths in that period from 
traffic accidents happening in that 
period are counted. 
In addition to the traffic deaths, 
at least three other persons died 
in miscellaneous accidents, one in 
a fire, one from electrocution and 
another, a five - year - old girl, 
drowned in a bathtub. 
During the four - day count *©f 
highway fatalities in the Christ­ 
mas period, a total of 27 persons 
had died in traffic through Mon­ 
day of the survey period. 
One factor keeping the death 
toll down below the Christmas 
late, authorities said, is the fact 
that more people stay at home 
during the New Year’s period 
than during the Christmas holi­ 
days. There has been some bad 
weather, 
with 
hazardous 
high­ 
ways, during the past few days, 
and that is another factor which 
may have prompted more motor­ 
ists to stay at home rather than 
risk the roads. 
In the early part of the New 
Year’s survey—on Saturday—the 
only multiple death from an acci­ 
dent was 
near Warren 
where 
John Summers Jr., 19, and his 
wife, Susan Ray, 18, were killed 
when their car collided with a 
coal truck. 
Icy highways were blamed in 
part for at least three of the high­ 
way fatalities during the week­ 
end. 
Tuesday night—immediately be­ 
fore and after the New Year’s 
celebrations—is regarded by safe­ 
ty officials as the most dangerous 
period of this last holiday period. 
Here are the Monday fatalities: 
Mrs. Grace Myers, 82, of Lees­ 
burg, Highland County, k i l l e d 
when struck by an automobile as 
she crossed Ohio 28. 
Malcolm Piersall, 51, of near 
Fosters, killed when his truck 
overturned on U. S. 52 near Mi­ 
amitown in Hamilton County.

Several new faces will be seen 
around the Hancock County Court 
House when officials - elect begin 
their first terms Wednesday. 
Leading the successful c a n d i- 
dates will be Clayton H. Hobbs of 
Chester, who will take his place 
in the sheriff’s office, succeeding 
James Hill. Edward L. Suplee of 
W e i r t o n will move into the 
assessor’s office. 
Another newcomer is Lyle Vir­ 
den, who will hold the Clay Dis­ 
trict commissioner’s seat in Coun­ 
ty Court. 
Both Hobbs and Suplee are Re­ 
publicans, marking the first time 
a GOP candidate has gained these 
offices for several years. 
It took a month to decide the 
sheriff’s contest before Hobbs was 
officially declared the winner over 
George Konchar, Weirton Demo­ 
crat. They ran a close race in the 
election, then jockeyed for first 
place through the official count 
and a final recount. Suplee defeat­ 
ed Dick Wright of Chester, former 
Democratic sheriff, by an over­ 
whelming vote. 
Atty. Frank Pietranton of Weir­ 
ton is no newcomer to the office of 
prosecuting attorney. 
Pietranton 
was elected previously in 1948. He 
defeated Mrs. Ruth Cox Turner, 
Chester Republican, in the Novem­ 
ber election. 
Two veterans will return. They 
are Circuit Court Clerk Lou H. Hill, 
who is in his third consecutive 
term and County Court Clerk Don 
Stewart, who will begin his fifth 
consecutive term. 
Four new deputies have been 
added to Sheriff-elect Hobbs’ staff. 
They are Lester Wehner of Ches­ 
ter, Louis Torchio of Weirton. Jake 
Baxter of New Cumberland and 
Nick Palcic of Weirton, who was 
named chief deputy. 
Hobbs said new deputies will be 
added to his staff in 
February 
and they will all be Republicans. 
The remaining offices to be filled I 


include that of assistant prosecutor 
and five field deputies. These ap­ 
pointments will be made soon by 
Pietranton and Suplee. 


O’Neill, a Republican, w i l l be 
inaugurated Jan. 14 to succeed 
Democratic Gov.

Lausche said Monday Lausche will 
be sworn in as a U.S. Senator 
before his term as governor ex­ 
pires Jan. 14. 
Lausche has said repeatedly that 
he might not participate in the 
organization of the Senate, but 
would remain as governor until 
Gov. - Elect C. William O’Neill 
takes over. 
His friend here told a reporter 
Lausche would not be sworn in 
when the Senate convenes Jan. 3 
but would be sworn in “sometime 
before Jan. 14.” 
The friend asked that his name 
not be made public. 
Lausche was scheduled to move

French-German regulation for the 
next three years. 
4. Control of the Saar’s postal 
and rail systems goes to Ger­ 
many. 
5. The Saar’s Communist party 
is automatically outlawed, as it is 
in West Germany. The two Com­ 
munist deputies in the 50-member 
Parliament remain in office as 
independents. 
But until the economic trans­ 
formation is completed by the 
deadline date of Dec. 31, 1959, the 
Saarlanders will continue to pay 
duty on goods imported from Ger­ 
many. Free trade between France 
and the Saar will remain until 
1960.
